Dr. Daiy sh-mid seal up th e extract aud 
not open it h n iil he again appeared. 
This was agreed upon and Prof. Clark 
of the geological survey, was named as 
the chem ist Who w ill assist in the ex­ 
amination. 
lf the governm ent was supplied w ith 
chem ically prepared beef, he was asked, 
did he not tniiiK that the governm ent 
had been fraudulently dealt withy 
Dr. 
Daly replied that in his judgm ent w hen 
such beef ii ad been supplied by contrac­ 
tors it had not been w ith fraudulent in­ 
tent. 
The persons supplying the beef 
probably considered the preparations 
used no more harm tul than salt. 
Tile “ beard” referred to in this inves 
ligation, he said, could only grow upon 
meat 
containing 
putrescent 
germs 
Many persons preferred to eat game 
slightly decomposed or “ h igh ,” but 
such persons alm ost invariably drank 
wine or other spirits afterward, winch 
would kill any germs contained in the 
meat. 
It was another question, how­ 
ever, when it com es to feeding soldiers 
on meat iii such a condition. 
Dr. Daly explained the process of 
treating beef chem ically. 
The botacic 
acid or salicylic acid, he said, was 
sprinkled upon the meat iii the shape of 
powder ana that w hich would not ad­ 
here was brushed off. 
The meat was 
then hung in a room, where it was kept 
cold by me..us of ammonia or salts. 
This w as one means of preserving meat, 
but there were other methods.

substance placed upon the surface of 
the meat penetrated its inner tissues 
and there chem ical changes took place. 
Dr. Daly aiso explained the methods 
of em balm ing human bodies.

the common metiiod was to use baracic 
acid, salicylic acid or glycerine.

H is suspicions in regard to the 
beef, he said, were aroused about June 
IT.

Mr. D euby asked Dr. D aly whether, 
in his opinion, an officers had performed 
his duty when, know ing that the beet 
supphea the army w as detrim ental to 
health, he had concealed that fact and 
had not reported for many weeks.

As near as I could judge it 
was like the odor of a dead hum an 
bony treated with preservaiives.” 
He had soup made of the refrigerated 
beef on the Panama, some of which he 
filtered. 
“ I put it in a bottle and carried it 
with me to Pittsburg,” he said, “ where 
I analyzed ii and got the chaiactenstic 
flame of bornracid and the tint of sali­ 
cylic acid.” 
A discussion arose over a proposition 
of Dr. Daiy to demonstrate to tile com­ 
mission the presence of boric aud sali­ 
cylic acid. 
4 
Colonel Denby suggested that the 
government ^bemist should meet Dr. 
Duly bm ore the commission; meanwhile 
Dr. Duty should seal up th e extract and 
not op ii it nniil he again appeared. 
This was agreed upon and Plot. Clark 
ol the geological survey, was named as 
tho chemist who will assist in the ex­ 
amination. 
If the government was supplied with 
chemically prepared beef, he was asked, 
did he not tniiiK that tho government 
had been fraudulently dealt with? Dr. 
Daly replied that in his judgment when 
such beef had been supplied by contrac­ 
tors it had not been with fraudulent in­ 
tent. 
The persons supplying tho beef 
probably considered the preparations 
used no more harmful than salt. 
Tile “ beard” referred to in this inves­ 
tigation, he said, could only grow upon 
meat containing putrescent 
germs. 
Many persons preferred to eat game 
slightly decomposed or “ high,” but 
such persons almost invariably drank 
wine or ocher spirits afterward, winch 
Would kill auy germs contained in the 
meat. 
It was another question, how­ 
ever, when it comes to feeding soldiers 
on meat iii such a condition. 
Dr. Daly explained the process of 
treating beef chemically. 
The botacic 
acid or salicylic acid, ne said, was 
sprinkled upon the meat in the shape of 
powder anil th at which would not ad­ 
here was brushed off. 
The meat was 
then hung in a room, where it was kept 
cold by means of ammonia or salts. 
This was one means of preserving meat, 
but mere were other methods. 
The 
substance placed upon the surface of 
the meat penetrated its inner tissues 
and there chemical changes took place. 
Dr. Daly aiso explained the methods 
of embalming hum an bodies.

the common lnetnod was to use baracic 
acid, salicylic acid or glycerine. 
Dr. Daly was at Tampa about Alay

Mr. Deiiby askail Dr. Daly whether, 
in his opinion, an officers had performed 
his duty when, knowing that the beef 
suppl.eci the arm y was detrimental to 
health, he had concealed that fact and 
had not reported for many weeks.

Daly replied tiiat he hail reported upon 
the facts in a regular way aud alter 
mature deliherutiou. 
He would not, he 
said, “ howl about it to any and every 
cue he m et.” 
Air. Denby still following up this lino 
of interrogatory 
asked 
whether he 
Would have treated a patient as he had 
treated the soldiers of the army. “ You 
are on trial now, doctor,” continued 
Air. Deuby, “ on trial belore tha coun­ 
try .” 
To tliis the witness protested vigor­ 
ou sly that he was uot upon trial and 
the c o u n ty would never put him ou 
trial.

Mr. C hoate is not so dazzling, so fiery 
and m eteoric as w as his distinguished 
uncle, R ufus Choate. 
He is self con­ 
trolled, m oderate, suave, genial, alw ays 
m asking th e point of his sword behind 
a dem eanor of exquisite courtesy. 
His 
diction 
is picturesque. 
H is similes, 
w ith w hich he is very fond of illu m in at­ 
ing his argum ents, are alw ays perfect. 
“ Tho firm of G ra n t & W a rd ,” he said 
in th e suprem o court, “ was a siphon, 
w ith th e public a t the upper end and 
, W ork and W arn er a t tho other. ” 
Mr. C hoate spares no one w hen jo k ­ 
ing, n o t even his own ancestors.

NEW VICE IN PARIS. 


P e tr o le u m D r in k in g P a ls ie s Doctors 
W h o A re S tu d y in g Its E ffe c ts. 
The doctors of Paris have discovered 
a new vice to add to the thousand and 
one to which Parisians are already ad­ 
dicted. 
It goes under the name of pe- 
trolism and a man who is a petrolique 
is one who drinks petroleum. Although 
this form of alcoholism has only re­ 
cently been discovered there is no doubt 
that the habit has been in progress for 
a long time. The only reason to be as­ 
signed to the drinking of the oil is that 
some time ago the excise and customs 
duties were raised in the hope of check­ 
ing the increasing proclivities of a cer­ 
tain class of people. 
Instead, however, of being a check, 
it has only tended to make the disease 
break ont in another form. The taste 
for petroleum can only be cultivated, 
but after cultivation it develops into a 
passion or mania. Tha doctors have not 
yet had opportunities of studying its 
effects and their views are divergent. 
On one point, however, they are agreed

None of the oil left his premises, 
nor was there any spilled about, but 
still it continued to disappear. A watch 
was set on the men and it was discov­ 
ered that several of them were in the 
habit of going to the casks and drinking 
the oil frequently. 
Another case was brought to light 
through a man who often came home to 
his wife in a state of intoxication, but 
who was never late nor was his money 
ever short. The woman was pnzzled. 
and at last went to a friend whose hus­ 
band worked with her own spouse. 
By 
this means the mystery was solved. The 
other man also came home drunk with 
all his money in his pocket. The wives 
made inquiries, and eventually found 
that their husbands were petroleum 
drinkers. The medical institutions of 
Paris are carefully watching the vice, 
which if continued will be responsible 
for a new form of disease. —Paris Let­ 
ter to Philadelphia Ledger.

Plumb’s practice, according to these 
narratives, to trice up his victim by the 
wri ts and then beat and kick him at 
leisure. Parmelee’s wrecked mind i> at­ 
tributed to a blow the farmer struck 
him on the head with an iron ch ain 
when he was only 15 years old. He had 
then been in Plumb's service six years 
The farm is only three miles from

In printing, style and 
form the new ticket will be similar to 
that now in use. the only difference be­ 
ing in the material upon which it is 
printed. The new paper is the result of 
years of experiments by railway ticket 
printers, and it has been formally ap­ 
proved by the National Association of 
General Passenger aud Ticket Agents. 
The manufacturers guarantee that 
this paper will retain anything written 
on it in ink until the last particle of the 
paper is destroyed, lf a knife eraser be 
used upon it the fact will at mice be 
evident, since the surface of the ticket 
will be destroyed, showing the inside of 
the paper, which will be of another col­ 
or. The last point, however, is not of so ! 
ninth importance, since the knife eraser j 
has already been guarded against by) 
the use of two color tickets, with sur­ 
face and inside of different shades. The 
new paper was specially invented to de­ 
feat the scalper’s acids. 
When the dis­ 
honest broker wants to change a name 
or date oil a ticket he uses acids, which 
completely obliterate the original writ- 
iug and leave the surface of the ticket 
ready for the insertion of the new name 
or date. 
Scalpers have gone so far in 
this direction as to change the color of 
the entire ticket, leaving only the nec­ 
essary printing intact. 
The new safety paper is said to be 
absolutely proof against the use of any 
acids. 
This condition has been reached 
by the use of certain acids in the man­ 
ufacture of the paper, which will coun­ 
teract any which may afterward be 
used upon it. 
If acid is used to alter a 
name or date on a ticket printed on the 
safety paper, the only effect will be to 
drive the original writing through the 
ticket, bringing it plainly to tile sur­ 
face on the opposite side. 
The acids 
used in making the paper are said to be 
strong enough to counteract any which 
the most expert scalper might employ. 
The safety paper will be used at first 
chiefly for the printing of through tick­ 
ets reading over two or more lines, 
which seem to have been the kind of 
tickets most in favor with the scalping 
fraternity. The most skillful and varied 
ingenuity has been shown in the ma­ 
nipulation of these tickets. During two 
or three big society gatherings held in 
Chicago last summer the railways dis­ 
covered a number of return portions of 
tickets upon which the office stamp, 
dating stamp and the autograph signa­ 
ture stamp of the joint agent had all 
been forged. With the new safety paper 
in general use the passenger men say 
that such practices will result in prompt 
detection in the future.—Buffalo Ex­ 
press.

Tile late Nelson Dingley, Jr., author 
of the present tariff bill, was a man of 
many interesting characteristics. 
For 
instance, he was methodical to the last 
degree. 
Attorney General McKenna 
and Speaker Reed go out upon their 
wheels. Nothing would have been more 
surprising to the good people of the na­ 
tional capital than to have seen Mr 
Dingley go down the avenue upon a bi­ 
cycle. 
It would have been utterly for­ 
eign to the character of the man. It was 
this trait of keeping steadily in the old 
ways, of almost plodding, that was 
most prominent iii Mr. Dingley’s make­ 
up. 
He had not reached his eminence 
by fits and starts, by jumps and spas­ 
modic effort, but by persistent applica­ 
tion. He had come to the top as a man 
finally comes to stand npon a mountain 
summit. He climbed. 
He accumulated his vast store of 
knowledge on the tariff and finance in 
the same way, adding bit by bit through 
continued study. 
During the hearings 
upon the tariff bill he sat at the head of 
the long committee table, his scant locks 
covered with a black silk skullcap and 
with a pile of data in front of him. He 
knew just what questions to ask and 
where to put his hand upon the infor­ 
mation bearing on the subject under 
consideration. 
His questions were pre­ 
cise and direct. He did not waste words, 
but went at once to the point. 
The 
stenographers who took the mass of tes­ 
timony say that Mr. Dingley’s questions 
or statements never had to be edited. 
This directness of statement was also 
characteristic of Mr. Dingley’s speeches 
npon the floor. 
He was not an orator. 
He lacked the physical presence, the de­ 
velopment of throat and chest, the so­ 
norous quality of voice, which make 
men orators of commanding influence. 
None the less, all the members listened 
when he arose to speak. He had a won­ 
derfully lucid way of asserting facts, 
goi'^ fit once to the heart of every con­ 
t e s " point He had a remarkable facul­ 
ty of presenting an argument. 
His mind was logical to the highest 
degree. 
Had he followed the law* and 
been promoted to the bench, he would 
have made a famous judge, for his men­ 
tal sight enabled him to see through a 
litigated question with great clearness, 
and his decisions would have been emi­ 
nently sound and fair. Even during the 
tariff hearings the quickness with which 
he detected the weak points in the ar­ 
mor of his Democratic colleagues or of 
the importers became a proverb. 
Mr. Dingley was nearly 07. 
The 
years did not weigh heavily upon him. 
Apparently not of robust health, he was 
nevertheless of that wiry nature which 
is capable of intense work without feel­ 
ing fatigue. 
More than this Mr. Ding­ 
ley, although living in Washington dur­ 
ing the congressional season for some 
19 years, had never been caught in the 
whirlpool of dissipation. He loved soci­ 
ety, but he did not allow it to become 
his master. 
He was in bed every night 
at IO o ’clock and was at work at 7 
o’clock in the morning, when nearly 
all Washington is still in bed. He knew, 
too, how to conserve his forces. He did 
not let his work get behindhand. Every­ 
thing was done in order and his system­ 
atic ways made his burden light. 
All this Mr. Dingley learned when he 
was a lad. He was a Maine Yankee, of 
blood 
undefiled, his family running 
back to 1038, when the first Dingley 
came over from England and settled on 
the shores of Massachusetts. 
The de­ 
scendants of this ancestor have all been 
traders or farmers or blacksmiths, but 
have been thorough iii their work, how­ 
ever bumble, and in this way have laid 
the foundation for those characteristics 
which were so well developed iii the 
chairman of the ways and means com­ 
mittee.

lie advised every man who wanted to 
have a future to study law. “ It is won­ 
derful discipline.” he said, and W’hen 
asked why he did not stick to legal 
practice he laughed and said that it was 
not because he loved the law less, but 
because lie loved newspaper work more, 
So it was quite natural that when he 
found an opportunity to secure the 
ownership of the Lewiston Journal, 
then a weekly paper, he seized it at 
once and forthwith began to build up 
a business that has been wonderfully 
successful.

Later, in his paper, ho 
wrote editorials which attracted wide 
interest and commanded the attention 
i)t the sturdy, thoughtful people of his 
home town. They sent Him to the legis­ 
lature. 
At 29 he was speaker of tho 
house and served six years, all the time 
never tailing to keep posted on the 
great questions of government. 
At 39 he was governor, serving for 
two terms, and declining a third nom­ 
ination. Finally Mr. Frye was elevated 
to the senate and Mr. Dingley was sent 
to congress. That was in 1881. Imme­ 
diately the young statesman found that 
the seed which he had been sowing for 
so many years had found congenial soil. 
All that he had gathered of tariff 
knowledge, of financial facts and the­ 
ories, of systems of government, had 
equipped him for forging at once to the 
lead in congressional circles. 
He had 
been growing and broadening ever since.

com pletely obliterate tin* original w rit­ 
ing and leave the surface of the ticket 
ready for the insertion of the new name 
or date. 
Scalpers have gone so far in 
this direction .as to change the color of 
the entire ticket, leaving only the nec­ 
essary printing in tact 
The new safety paper is said to be 
absolutely proof against the use of any 
acids. 
This condition has been reached 
by the use of certain acids in the man­ 
ufacture of the paper, which w ill coun­ 
teract any which may afterward be 
used upon it. 
If acid is used to alter a 
name or date on a ticket printed on the 
safety paper, the only effect will be to 
drive the original w riting through the 
ticket, bringing it plainly to the sur­ 
face on the opposite side. 
The acids 
used iii making the paper are said to be 
strong enough to counteract any which 
the most expert scalper m ight employ. 
The safety paper w ill be used at first 
chiefly for the printing of through tick­ 
ets reading over tw o or more lines, 
which seem to have been the kind of 
tickets most iii favor w ith the scalping 
fraternity. The most skillful and varied 
ingenuity has been shown iii the m a­ 
nipulation of these tickets. 
During tw o 
or three big society gatherings held in 
Chicago last summer the railways dis­ 
covered a number of return portions of 
tickets upon which the office stamp, 
dating stamp and the autograph signa­ 
ture stamp of the joint agent had all 
been forged. W ith the new safety paper 
iii general use the passenger men say 
that such practices w ill resnlt in prompt 
detection in the future.— Buffalo Ex­ 
press.

ways, of almost plodding, that was 
most prominent in Mr. D ingley'a make­ 
up. 
He had not reached his eminence 
by fits and starts, by jumps and spas­ 
modic effort, but by persistent applica­ 
tion. 
Ile had come to the top as a man 
finally comes to stand upon a mountain 
summit. He climbed. 
He accumulated his vast store of 
knowledge on the tariff and finance in 
th** same way, adding bit by bit through 
continued study. 
During the hearings 
npon the tariff bill he sat at the head of 
the long com m ittee table, his scant locks 
covered with a black silk skullcap and 
w ith a pile of data in front of him. He 
knew just what questions to ask and 
where to put his hand upon the infor­ 
mation bearing on the subject under 
consideration. 
H is questions were pre­ 
cise and direct. He did not waste words, 
but w ent at once to the point. 
The 
stenographers who took the mass of tes­ 
tim ony say that Mr. D ingley’s questions 
or statem ents never had to be edited. 
This directness of statem ent was also 
characteristic of Mr. D ingley’s speeches 
upon the floor. 
He was not an orator. 
He lacked the physical presence, the de­ 
velopment of throat and chest, the so­ 
norous quality of voice, which make 
men orators of com m anding influence. 
None the less, all the members listened 
when he arose to speak. He had a won­ 
derfully lucid way of asserting facts, 
goi’^ at once to the heart of every con­ 
tes ™ point He had a remarkable facul­ 
ty of presenting an argument. 
H is mind was logical to the highest 
degree. 
Had he followed the law and 
been promoted to the bench, he would 
have made a fam ous judge, for his men­ 
tal sight enabled him to see through a 
litigated question w ith great dearness, 
and his decisions would have been em i­ 
nently sound and fair. Even during the 
tariff hearings the quickness w ith which 
he detected the weak points in the ar­ 
mor of his Democratic colleagues or of 
the importers became a proverb. 
Mr. D ingily was nearly AT. 
The 
years did not weigh heavily upon him. 
Apparently not of robust health, he was 
nevertheless of that wiry nature which 
is capable of intense work w ithout feel­ 
ing fatigue. 
More than this Mr. D ing­ 
e y , although living in W ashington dur­ 
ing the congressional season for some 
19 years, had never been caught in the 
whirlpool of dissipation. He loved soci­ 
ety, but he did not allow it to become 
his master. 
He was iii bed every night 
at IO o ’clock and was at work at 7 
o’clock iii the morning, when nearly 
all W ashington is still in bed. He knew, i 
too, how to conserve his forces. He did 
not let his work get behindhand. Every­ 
thing was done in order and his system ­ 
atic ways made his burden light. 
All this Mr. Dingle}’ learned when he 
was a lad. He was a M aine Yankee, of ! 
blood 
undefiled, his family running 
back to 1038, when the first Dingle}’ 
came over from England and settled on 
the shores of Massachusetts. 
The de­ 
scendants of this ancestor have all been 
traders or farm ers or blacksmiths, but 
have been thorough iii their work, how- 
: ever bumble, and in this way have laid 
i the foundation for those characteristics 
; which were so well developed in the 
I chairm an of the ways and means com* 
: mittee. 
Mr. D ingley’s father was a trader, 
not particularly well to do, so th a t the 
boy bent himself to work at an early 
age. 
His steadiness of purpose came 
from his old pilgrim stock, but his in ­ 
tellectual ability came from his mother, 
a woman educated far beyond lier sta ­ 
tion or the average of cultivation in 
those days and a schoolteacher who 
brought all tile discipline and know l­ 
edge of lier m ind to bear upon the tra in ­ 
ing of lier son. Mr. Dingle}’ saw in lier 
influence one of the greatest factors in 
his success. 
Ile was graduated at D artm outh in 
1855. at the head of a class which had 
in it men who have since become emi- j 
nent. like Chief Justice Field of Massa- I 
chusetts. In college lie gave evidence of 
love for journalism. 
He corresponded 
for daily papers and edited the college 
paper. 
He alw ays handled a pen with 
facility and even recently would have I 
lath er w ritten than talk. 
But instead of at once going into 
newspaper work hr* studied law, not be­ 
cause he expected to f o l l o w th a t profes­ 
sion, but because he believed th a t it 
would Le the best training for his mind. 


lie advised every man who wanted to 
have a future to study law. “ It is w on­ 
derful discipline. ” he said, and when 
asked why he did not stick to legal 
practice he laughed and said that it was 
not because he loved the law less, but 
because he loved newspaper work more. 
So it was quite natural that when he 
found an opportunity 
to secure the 
ownership of the Lewiston Journal, 
then a weekly paper, he seized it at 
once and forthw ith began to build up 


a business that has been wonderfully 
successful. 
“ My paper.” he once said w ith pride. 
“ has a larger circulation than any oth­ 
er paper in the state of Maine, and I 
would rather w rite for it than do any 
other kind of w ork.” 
A man s public 
life m ust always have a beginning, and 
Mr. Dingh y s career really began in 
college, when he took up the study of 
what were then the abstruse questions 
of political economy ami finance. 
He 
followed w ith enthusiasm the discussion 
of tin* great problems which preceded 
the war aud debated them in college as 
no one else could do. 
Then came the 
I stirring cam paign for 
Fremont, and 
, Mr Dingle}’, only 24 years of age. went 
I on the stum p 
Later, iii his paper, ho 
I wrote editorials which attracted wide 
interest and commanded tin* attention 
j of the sturdy, thoughtful people of his 
I home town. They sent him to the legis- 
i la tun*. 
At 29 la* was speaker of the 
I house and served six years, jill tho tim e 
never tailing to keep posted on the 
| great questions of government. 
At 39 he was governor, serving for 
| two terms, and declining a third nom- 
j inatiou. Finally Mr. Frye was elevated 
j to the senate and Mr. Dingle}’ was sent 
I to congress. That was in 1881. Im m e­ 
diately tin* young statesman found that 
the seed which he had been sow ing for 
so many years had found congenial soil. 
All that he had gathered of tariff 
knowledge, of financial facts and the 
orion, of system s of government, had 
equipped him for forging at once to tin 
lend iii congressional circles. 
He had 
been grow ing and broadening ever since. 
His constituents, of Puritan and pil­ 
grim stock, conservative and slow to 
change, realized that he was the man 
to reflect credit on them, and they con­ 
tinued him as their representative in 
congress. 
For the ordinary m anipulations of 
politics Mr. Dingle}’ had no use w hat­ 
ever. He paid no attention to primaries 
or delegates. 
Every two yejirs his peo­ 
ple renominated him by acclam ation in 
a solid Republican district, where nom­ 
ination is equivalent to election, and 
Mr. Dingley devoted his tim e to ac­ 
quiring 
experience 
and knowledge, 
which made him more and more valu­ 
able. 
His district ran from the ocean 
to the Canada line and the upper half 
of it is a wilderness. The population is 
compactly located in the lower half, is 
almost entirely native born Am erican 
and was literally shoulder to shoulder 
w ith the congressman. 
W hile Mr Dingley spent the day in 
dealing w ith the tariff and finance and 
shipping legislation, he used the even­ 
ing for his recreation. 
Ho was a home 
body, and would rather have read and 
seen his friends than have gone out of 
the house. 
Although his reading was 
largely of a serious character, he had a 
sense (JI humor and liked to laugh at 
the jones of Mark Twain. 
There is a 
tradition that once on a stum ping tour 
he quoted a saying of Josh Billings. 
Speaker Reed, who always likes to see 
the funny side of things, once said that 
when Mr. Dingley was courting he 
would sooner read a government report 
than hold a pretty girl on his knee. 
A 
short tim e afterward, when Speaker 
Reed and Chairman Dingley were to­ 
gether with some friends, Mr. Dingley 
laughingly asserted that the remark 
was not true. 
“ I w ill leave it to Mrs. 
D ingley,’’ he exclaimed, but Mr. Reed 
very gallantly refused to ask the lady 
to go upon the witness stand. 
Mr. Dingle}’ alw ays w a s a prohibi- 
I tioiiist. 
He was for m any years presi­ 
dent of the Congressional Temperance 
society, an organization of cold w ater 
legislators. 
He was also a churchgoer, 
belonging to the Congregationalists. 
His fam ily consists of his wife, a daugh­ 
ter. Edith, who is the possessor of ji fine I 
soprano voice, and four sons, who are 
all doing w e ll.- New York Herald.

N e w s R e v ie w '—I notice in 
your issue of last night an article from 
Mr Harry Peach, member of the school 
board, on the question of our schools. 
I am too deeply interested in our 
schools (having children attending, bot 
not being myself in any way connected 
with the schools) to let such an article 
pass unnoticed. 
The first thing Mr. Peach does is to 
assert his opposition to one of the great 
branches of education which has a per­ 
manent place in all the public schools of 
our cities—viz : music. 
He says: 
“ I 
have been against music in our schools 
from the start,” etc. 
We, the suffer­ 
ing 
public, 
have 
been 
painfully 
conscious of 
this. 
If 
this 
mem­ 
ber of 
the school 
board 
had 
had 
a 
little more harmony 
in 
his soul 
there would have been more harmony 
in the board meetings a few months ago. 
I went to a school where they taught 
penmanship and no music, and have 
suffered all my life from this neglect of 
music in my education. 
I am thankful. 
indeed, that my children have a better 
chance, and I know of many others who 
feel as I do about this matter. 
We 
don’t want our schools managed by peo 
pie who are opposed to so great a branch 
of learning as music. 
Mr. Peach refers to industrial work in 
the schools of other cities, naming Steu­ 
benville as an example. 
Now Mr. 
Peach is either ignorant of the facts or 
he thinks we are, that in all cities and 
schools where industrial branches are 
taught, music has first become an estab­ 
lished part of the educational system. 
I defy Mr. Peach 
to find one in ­ 
stance 
where 
this 
is 
not 
true. 
I thiuk I have personal knowledge of at 
least twice as many schools in this land 
as Mr. Peach has visited. 
In the larger 
cities a man who opposes mnsio in the 
schools is laughed into silence, and we 
ought to rejoice that it is fast becoming 
the case here. 
It seems strange that a private citi­ 
zen must come in aud point out to a 
member of the school board the simplest 
things that he onght to know, and yet 
it is the case. 
Mr. Peach refers to pen­ 
manship and drawing as though they 
were not and never had been in the 
schools. 
I happen to know that special 
effort is made on penmanship work in 
all grades iii the school, aud that two 
regular lessons iii drawing per week are 
required in all grades below the high 
school, and judging from the work my 
children do, it is well taught. 
Hut the most astonishing part of Mr. 
Peach’s article is in regard to book­ 
keeping. 
He says: “For those in the 
high school bookkeeping should be in­ 
stalled.” And his last sentence : “ Why 
not put it [book keeping J in the high 
school?” 
I have before me the “report 
of the board of education and course of 
study” recently issued bv our board of 


education, of which Mr. Peach is a 
member. 
I see on page 23, in course of 
study, that bookkeeping is a part of the 
course—not elective, bot required in the 
course. 
I have made inquiry and learn 
that it could be taught now if there 
were any occasion for it, and that it 
will be taught as soon as arrange­ 
ments can be completed for the same. 
Bookkeeping, penmanship and drawing 
are all in the schools now. 
Mr. Peach 
is either unpardonably ignorant or he 
is trying to mislead the public about 
some things to get a lick in at the 
music. 
But the public cannot be mis­ 
led that way. 
We have a little sense 
and knowledge of our own. 
I should 
not be surprised if Mr. Peach would 
come out in an article in a few days ad­ 
vocating that spelling and the multi­ 
plication table be “installed 
in the 
schools.” 
I rejoice in the great progress and 
splendid achievements of our schools 
along all lines. 
Let us have members 
on our school board who know some­ 
thing about the si• hods, or who at least 
know enough to keep still w hen they 
do not. 
I truly believe the peach season 
is nearly over.

M aterial W ill Be L e d 
t o r R a ilw a y Tickets. 
Th., new safety paper for railway 
tickets, which Will be used by some of 
the largest railway companies this year. 
is expected to prove a harder blow to 
the dishonest ticket scalper than anv 
national or state or anti ticket scalping 
measure. The most ingenious wiles of 
the scalper will be of no avail against 
tins safety paper. In printing, style and 
form the new ticket will be similar to 
that now in use. the only difference be­ 
ing in the material upon which it is 
printed. The new paper is the result of 
years of experiments by railway ticket 
printers, and it has been formally ap­ 
p lie d by the National Association of 
General Passenger aud Ticket Agents. 
The manufacturers guarantee that 
this paper will retain anything written 
on it in ink until the last particle of the 
paper is destroyed. If a knife eraser be 
used upon it the fact will at once be 
evident, since the surface of the ticket 
will be destroyed, showing the inside of 
the paper, which will be of another col­ 
or. The last point, however, is not of so 
much importance, since the knife eraser 
las already been guarded against by 
the use of two color tickets, with sur­ 
face and inside of different shades. The 
new paper w as specially invented to de­ 
feat the scalper s acids. 
When the dis­ 
honest broker wants to change a name 
or date on a ticket he uses acids, which 
completely obliterate the original w rit­ 
ing and leave the surface of the ticket 
ready for the insertion of tile new name 
or date. Scalpers have gone so far in 
this direction as to change the color of 
the entire ticket, leaving only the nec­ 
essary printing intact. 
The new safety paper is said to be 
absolutely proof against the use of any 
acids. rI his condition has been reached 
by the use of certain acids in the man 
ufacture of the paper, which will coun­ 
teract any which may afterward be 
used upon it. 
If acid is used to alter a 
name or date on a ticket printed on the 
safety paper, the only effect will be to 
drive the original writing through the 
ticket, bringing it plainly to the sur­ 
face on the opposite side. The acids 
used in making the paper are said to be 
strong enough to counteract any which 
the most expert scalper might employ. 
I lie safety paper will be used at first 
chiefly for the printing of through tick­ 
ets reading over two or more lines, 
w hich seem to have been the kind of 
tickets most iii favor with the scalping 
fraternity. The most skillful and varied 
ingenuity has been shown in the ma­ 
nipulation of these tickets. During two 
or three big society gatherings held in 
Chicago last summer the railways dis­ 
covered a number of return portions of 
tickets upon which the office stamp, 
dating stamp and the autograph signa­ 
ture stamp of the joint agent had all 
been forged. With the new safety paper 
in general use the passenger men say 
that such practices will result in prompt 
detection in the future.—Buffalo Ex-

The late Nelson Dingley, Jr., author 
of the present tariff bill, was a man of 
many interesting characteristics. 
For 
instance, he was methodical to the last 
degree. 
Attorney General McKenna 
and Speaker Reed go out upon their 
wheels. Nothing would have been more 
surprising to the good people of the na­ 
tional capital than to have seen Air 
Dingley go down the avenue upon a bi­ 
cycle. 
It would have been utterly for­ 
eign to the character of the man. It was 
this trait of keeping steadily in the old 
ways, of almost plodding, that was 
most prominent in Mr. Dingley’s make­ 
up. 
He had not reached his eminence 
by fits and starts, by jumps and spas­ 
modic effort, but by persistent applica­ 
tion. He had come to the top as a man 
finally conies to stand upon a mountain 
summit. He climbed. 
He accumulated his vast store of 
knowledge on the tariff and finance in 
the same way, adding bit by bit through 
continued study. 
During the hearings 
upon the tariff bill he sat at the head of 
the long committee table, his scant locks 
covered with a black silk skullcap and 
with a pile of data in front of him. He 
knew just what questions to ask and 
where to put his hand upon the infor­ 
mation bearing on the subject under 
consideration. 
His questions were pre­ 
cise and direct. He did not waste words, 
but went at once to the point. 
The 
stenographers who took the mass of tes­ 
timony say that Mr. Dingley\s questions 
or statements never had to be edited. 
This directness of statement was also 
characteristic of Mr. Dingley’s speeches 
upon the floor. 
He was not an orator. 
He lacked the physical presence, the de­ 
velopment of throat and chest, the so­ 
norous quality of voice, which make 
men orators of commanding influence. 
None the less, all the members listened 
when he arose to speak. Ile had a won­ 
derfully lucid way of asserting facts, 
goi’^ at once to the heart of every con­ 
tes™ point Ile had a remarkable facul­ 
ty of presenting an argument. 
His mind was logical to the highest 
degree. 
Had he followed the law and 
been promoted to the bench, he would 
lave made a famous judge, for his men­ 
tal sight enabled him to see through a 
litigated question with great clearness, 
and his decisions would have been emi­ 
nently sound and fair. Even during the 
tariff hearings the quickness with which 
he detected the weak points in the ar­ 
mor of his Democratic colleagues or of 
the importers became a proverb. 
Mr. Dingley was nearly AT. 
The 
years did not weigh heavily upon him. 
Apparently not of robust health, he was 
nevertheless of that wiry natnre which 
is capable of intense work without feel­ 
ing fatigue. 
More than this Mr. Ding­ 
ley, although living in Washington dur­ 
ing the congressional season for some 
19 years, had never been caught in the 
whirlpool of dissipation. He loved soci­ 
ety, hut he did not allow it to become 
his master. 
He was in bed every night 
at IO o’clock and was at work at 7 
o'clock in the morning, when nearly 
all Washington is still in bed. He knew, 
too, how to conserve his forces, He did 
not let his work get behindhand. Every­ 
thing was done in order and his system­ 
atic ways made bis burden light. 
All this Mr. Dingley learned whim he 
was a lad. He was a Maine Yankee, of 
blood undefiled, his family running 
back to 10110, when the first Dingley 
came over from England and settled on 
the shores of Massachusetts, The de­ 
scendants of this ancestor have jill been 
traders or fanners or blacksmiths, but 
have been thorough in their work, how­ 
ever humble, and in this way lutve laid 
the foundation for those characteristics 
which were so well developed in the 
chairman of the ways and means com­ 
mittee. 
Mr. Dingley 'n father was a trader, 
not particularly well to do, so that the 
boy tx ut himself to work at an early 
age. 
His steadiness of purpose came 
from his old pilgrim stock, but his in­ 
tellectual ability came from his mother, 
a woman educated far beyond her sta- 
! tion or the average of cultivation in 
those days and a schoolteacher who 
J brought all the discipline und knowl­ 
edge of her mind to bear upon tho train­ 
ing of her son. Mr. D ingley saw in her 
influence one of the greatest factors in 
his success. 
He was graduated at Dartmouth in 
1855, at the head of a class which had 
in it men who have since become end- J 
nent, like ('iii*-f Justice Field of Massa- J 
chusetts. In college he gave evidence of 
love for journalism, 
ll** corresponded 
for daily palters und edited the college 
paper. 
He always handled a pen with 
facility and even recently would hav* 
lather written than talk 
But instead of at once going into 
newspaper work he studied law, not be­ 
cause he expected to follow that proles 
sion, but because he believed that it 
would bu I lie best training for his mind. 


lie advised every man who wanted to 
have a future to study law. “ It is won­ 
derful discipline. ” he said, and when 
asked why he did not stick to legal 
practice he laughed and said that it was 
not because he loved the law less, but 
because he loved newspaper work more. 
So it was qnite natural that when he 
found an opportunity to secure the 
ownership of the Lewiston Journal, 
thru a weekly paper, he seized it at 
once and forthwith began to build up 
a business that has been wonderfully 
successful. 
“ My paper. ” he once said with pride. 
“ has a larger circulation than any oth­ 
er paper in the state of Maine, and I 
would rather write for it than do any 
other kind of work.” A m an’s public 
life must always have a beginning, and 
Mr. Dinghy's career really began iii 
college, when he took up the study of 
what were then the abstruse questions 
of political economy and finance. He 
followed with enthusiasm the discussion 
of tin* great problems which preceded 
the war and debated them iii college as 
no one else could do. Then came the 
stirring campaign for Fremont, and 
Mr. Dingley, only 24 years of age, went 
on the stump 
Later, in bis paper, he 
wrote editorials which attracted wide 
interest and commanded the attention 
of the sturdy, thoughtful people of his 
home town. They sent him to the legis­ 
lature. 
At 29 he was speaker of the 
house and served six years, jill the time 
never failing to keep posted on the 
great questions of government. 
At .‘19 he was governor, serving for 
two terms, and declining a third nom­ 
ination. Finally Mr. Frye was elevated 
to the senate and Mr. Dingley was sent 
to congress. That was in 1881, Imme­ 
diately the young statesman found that 
tin1 seed which he had been sowing for 
so many years had found congenial soil. 
All that he had gathered of tariff 
knowledge, of financial facts and the­ 
ories, of systems of government, had 
equipped him for forging at once to the 
lead in congressional circles. 
He had 
been growing and broadening ever since. 
His constituents, of Puritan and pil­ 
grim stock, conservative and slow to 
change, realized that he was the man 
to reflect credit on them, and they con­ 
tinued him jus their representative in 
congress. 
For the ordinary manipulations of 
politic* Mr. Dingley had no use what­ 
ever. Ile paid no attention to primaries 
or delegates. Every two years his peo­ 
ple renominated him by acclamation in 
a solid Republican district, where nom­ 
ination is equivalent to election, and 
Mr. Dingley devoted his time to ac­ 
quiring experience 
and knowledge, 
which made him more and more viol­ 
able. 
His district ran from the ocean 
to the Canada line and the upper half 
of it is a wilderness. The population iH 
compactly located in the lower half, is 
almost entirely native born American 
and was literally shoulder to shoulder 
with the congressman. 
While Mr Dingley spent the day in 
dealing with the tariff and finance and 
shipping legislation, he used the even­ 
ing for his recreation. 
Ho was a home 
body, and would rather have read and 
seen his friends than have gone out of 
the house. 
Although his reading was 
largely of a serious character, he had a 
wens**«J humor and liked to laugh at 
the jones of Mark Twain. Tiler** is a 
tradition that once on a stumping tour 
he quoted a saying of Josh Billings. 
Speaker Reed, who always likes to see 
the funny side of things, once said that 
when Mr. Dingley was courting he 
would sooner read a government report 
than hold a pretty girl on his knee. 
A 
short time afterward, when Speaker 
Reed and Chairman Dingley were to­ 
gether with some friends, Mr. Dingley 
laughingly asserted that the remark 
was not true. 
“ I will leave it to Mrs. 
Dingley, ’ he exclaimed, but Mr. Reed 
very gallantly refused to ask the lady 
to go upon the witness stand. 
Mr. Dingley always was a prohibi­ 
tionist. 
II** was for many years presi­ 
dent of the ( ongreHsioiial Temperance 
society, an organization of cold water 
legislators. 
Ile was also a churchgoer, 
belonging to th** Congregationalists. 
His family consists of his wife, a daugh­ 
ter, Edith, who is th** possessor of a fine 
soprano voice, aud four sons, who are 
all doing Well,—New York Herald.
